I've found that to be true, too. My buddy, AI7R, and I have given several 
ham radio demos to my wife's classes (she teaches gifted kids, grades 
4,5,6).

They just think it's really cool that you can listen 
to a bunch of beeps and decode a message. One of her classes sent us a 
thank-you card all spelled out in dot & dashes. For week afterwards they 
send notes that way. And they really don't seem to have much trouble 
learning it if they want to. 


I used to do the CW tests at our VE sessions. We had a lot of kids pass the 
tests. Once we had a six-year old girl take the 5 wpm. The only problem she 
had was that she wrote the letters so large that she ran out of paper. She 
also had problems paying attention between the letters and would fidget 
around. She passed with flying colors, tho. It was really kind of funny. 
(Then, there was the guy who had a heart attack during the test...not so 
funny...luckily one of the other VE's was a paramedic...that was an 
exciting session...I have lots more stories...)

They recently opened upoincoming TCP 
connections to port 25 and life was good; now they've blocked outbound.

So far no luck. You see, first off, their contract specifies "no 
servers". It also says "no VPN" and several other Thou Shalt Nots. They 
carefully avoid ever claiming "full" or "unlimited" Internet service, the 
advertise "always-on web browsing and email", and darned if they will 
provide one iota more. Even Cox's own tech support agreed that I had a 
case, but their business types said tough luck. Buy a "business grade" 
connection, which means pay twice as much and get throttled to 128Kbps 
both ways. No thanks. 


There are exactly two cable modem providers in town, the other is even 
worse - ALL incoming TCP & UDP connections below port 1024 are blocked, 
for one thing - kind of breaks DNS, smtp, web, you name it. 


There is effectively no recourse in Nebraska as the PSC is completely 
impotent, not to mention not interested. There are a couple of third-tier 
ISPs who sell DSL, but I don't want to go DSL - plus, I used to run an ISP 
here, I know these guys, I wouldn't trust most of them with an Oreo, let 
alone my phone lines or Internet connection. If you live here and you're 
a geek, you're pretty much stuck. Fortunately they don't (yet) restrict 
outbound email being relayed to that bearing a From: address @cox.net. 

If they do it's just a little more PITA as I modify sendmail to use a 
different port to relay through my web hosting company -- you know, the 
one I have to pay for because Cox blocks incoming connections to port 
80...

I work for the company that invented HPNA 2.0 back in 1997. 

I was a PITA with my insistance that HPNA 2.0 should be a 

ham-friendly technology. I got a nice big notch put in the TX and 

RX spectrum right over the 40m band. You will have no trouble 

at all running HPNA 2.0 in your home. It will coexist with your 

ham gear just fine, and you will never hear it. HPNA 2.0 uses 

just a bit less than 4 to 10MHz. Unlike HomePlug and PLC 

power line stuff, HPNA 2.0 uses essentially balanced line all the way and 


so is not a big radiator. HomePlug suffers from unbalanced circuits 
(e.g. a lightswitch turns the cable to a lamp into an antenna) and 
even though there are 30dB notches in all the relevant ham bands 
(again, at my insistance), it is still IMO a gross spectrum polluter. 


FWIW, I have 8 HPNA 2.0 nodes currently running in my house 

- my home network - and I've never heard a squeak from them 

on any band. You will potentially need a handful of impedance 
blocking filters (SBC will provide you with them) to ensure that 
your phones/fax machines/old modems etc. don't kill either the 
HPNA 2.0 signal or the DSL signal. Normally, the DSL installers 
will run a separate cable from the NID to the DSL modem, thus 
bypassing any impedance issues. Good luck.

and make it a 2 or 3 A station. We will be all battery operation and 

I will have at least one battery that was charged using solar. Actually, 
I will probably operate with a solar cell connected all the time.

Well, over the years, my most comfortable speed has settled into around 27, 
I've gotten pretty decent at head copy by listening along in the mobile 
quite a bit, but I still have trouble with traffic, even at around 20, 
because my writing is too slow. 


Now I should add, I am a horrible typist. I have to look at the keyboard, 
and I basically use two fingers from each hand, so someone who actually 
knows how to type finds it painful to watch me. 


Well, a few weeks ago I got a laptop, which frequently occupies the space on 
the crowded operating table where the tablet belongs. Several evenings net 
time snuck up on me and I had to scramble to unhook the laptop and get it 
off the desk for the net. After a couple weeks of this I got tired of it, 
and decided it would be just easier to copy on the laptop (which, by the 
way, has a keyboard I'm not comfortable with yet). 


Guess what, I found, in spite of my horrible typing, I was mostly waiting 
for the next letter. Instead of scrambling to get the last word written 
down, I was formatting the copy into nice 5 word per line groups while 
waiting for the current word to finish. 


I don't know what changed, but copying on the keyboard is a hundred times 
easier than copying on paper. 


On these nice summer nights, I often go out in the country to join the net 
under the stars. I still haven't gotten to the point where I can 
comfortably take traffic on the PDA, but I'm getting there!

"Precision" in this case means the frequency is within 1.5% for a given 
resistor value as calculated from the design equation.

I think the keyboard would be essential for high speed work. 


Funny, in my early years of CW work, the goal was to throw away the pencil 
and just do head copy. So I did. But then I lost the ability to write it 
down. The act of writing interfered with listening to the code. It takes 
practice to be able to integrate the two. 


I enjoy pushing myself a bit on CW and entering copying contests at 
hamfests. But my ability to write above 30 wpm severely limits me. And I 
can't just listen and remember all the details. So I think the keyboard is 
the answer. Years of hobby programming and a love of email have turned me 
into a pretty good typist. 


RUFZ is a good trainer, since it's fully keyboard based. The only problems 
are that it's all callsigns, and it waits for you to enter one before 
sending another. Still, good practice for starters. 


Regarding W1AW ... someone mentioned recently that their sessions are 
available on the ARRL web as MP3s. I'm gonna accumulate a few at the 
highest speed (I think it's 35 WPM) and use them to practice copying to the 


keyboard. 


BTW--my friend W5RZ and I alternated for a few years in the Little Rock 
hamfest CW test. One year, he would put it on and I would win it, the next 
year we'd trade places.

Gang, 


I've been getting some emails wanting to know my guestimate on band 
conditions for Field Day. Here goes. 


I remember 5-6 years ago, posts on QRP-L from the newer hams wanting to 
know what band conditions will be like during the solar MAXIMUM; now we're 
seeing posts from our newer hams wanting to know what the bands will be 
like during the solar MINIMUM. Well, work FD this weekend and find out! 
Band conditions, due to the solar cycle, have degraded considerably since 
last years Field Day. You'll see the difference. Of course, so will 
everyone else, not just QRPers. Still a level playing field for all. 


We are now about halfway between solar maximum and minimum ... on the 
downward part of the 11-year solar cycle. Solar fluxes below 100 are 
considered the "inactive" sun, and SF around 100 is what we've been seeing 
lately. Fortunately, due to some small C-class flares yesterday and the 
increase in flux due to the 28-day solar rotation, solar flux will be 
slightly elevated to around 130 for field day, at least allowing some 
activity on 15M to occur. 


HF PROPAGATION SYNOPSIS: 

This will be a 15M-20M-40M Field Day. And 15M only with some luck. 
The daytime Maximum Usable Frequency (MUF) over the US has been around 
17-20 MHz lately, dropping to below 15MHz at night. 


There may be some sporadic 10M openings, especially in the southern 
states, but nothing I'd count on. But with gobs of FD stations, you 
never know what might sneak through. 


Best chance for 15M work will be in the southern to mid-US, saturday 
afternoon and early sunday morning. Expect very "fluttery" conditions 
with fast fade-outs and very long skip paths ... like 2/3rds the 

distance across the country. Mostly east-west paths. West coast to east 
may be better early afternoon and morning, while east coast-to-west late 
afternoon. Northern US and Canada will likely not see but sporadic 
openings on 15M, if at all. 


If 15M is open at your location around sundown, it would be a good band 

to work during sunset gray line propagation for a burst of good north-south 
propagation. You may beable to pick up a few section multipliers N or S 
you may not be able to work otherwise. Same holds true for 20M. 


20M will be the work horse daytime band. Due to the low solar fluxes, 

it may not be open 24/7 for you. Expect fluttery conditions after sundown 
and again around midnight. In the northern US and Canada, 20M may not be 
open after late evening for good skip propagation ... local stations only 
(few hundred miles) with ground wave. 


40M will be the work horse night time band, but expect some lousy 


conditions. Thursday, Earth entered a high-speed coronal stream. This is 
high speed plasma particles being spewed out by the sun that elevates the 
solar wind. Normal solar wind is about 350 km/sec. Right now, we're 
seeing 700 km/sec. It could go higher. This enhanced solar wind is exerting 
pressure on our magnetic field, squishing it, producing large electrical 
currents to flow along our magnetic field lines and thus lots of noise 
below 10 MHz or so. NOAA has issued minor geomagnetic storm advisories 

for saturday with K=5 and A index > 20. If it triggers aurora, conditions 
will be even worse with lots of fluttering on 40M late evening as well. 
Northern US and Canada will see worse conditions on 40M. With the high, 
buffeting solar winds - expect periods of loud, crashing noise type QRN. 


These conditions will only be worse on 80M. Unless you put up a dynamite 
tuned antenna for 80M, I doubt you will muster many contacts on 80M with 
QRP power levels. 


THE GOOD NEWS for QRPers is with the lower solar flux, the D-layer is 
receiving less ionizing radiation from the sun as well. This means less 
D-layer attenuation during daylight hours, so QRP signals will pass through 
the D-layer with less absorption for a better signal/noise ratio on the 
receiving end. On 15M and 20M daytime, I bet you'll have a hard time 
telling the QRP signals from the 100W fellas. Everyone will be working 
S3-S4 signals to fill in the log :-) Right now (about noon MDT), the 
D-layer is attenuating signals only BELOW 3 MHz! 


Lower D-layer absorption means 40M will also be a better daytime band 
than you've experienced in the past 5-6 years. So check out 40M early to 
late afternoon if 20M is lousy in your area. Of course, the effects of 
the geomagnetic storming, if present, may be worse in daylight hours. 


WEATHER: 

The aviation weather models shows fairly calm winds <15mph for most of 
the country. That's good news for some of us! Of course, those of us in 
the southwest know we get that 30-40mph wind for about an hour after 
sundown as the desert gives up its heat. 


Light rains are expected across the Great Lakes, Gulf Coast, East Coast 
from VA to FL, NM (I'll believe that when I see it!), northern TX and 
mid-west. Heavy rains are forecast saturday for AL, GA and NC. Always be 
mindful of your expected weather. But also ... if you have heavy 

overcast or rain above or around you, that too will attenuate your 

2Q0M-15M signals. Water dripping off your coax doesn't help much either! 
Of course, thunderstorms around you will make conditions worse (lightning 
QRN) on 40M/80M. Like you need more noise on 40M for xthisx FD :-( 


ANTENNAS: 
This would be a good time to use good, tuned wire dipoles over more 
exotic things. With the very long skip distances on 15M and 20M, you want 


an antenna with a high take-off angle to keep your signals from landing 
out in the ocean! Verticals, for example, have a low-take off angle, 
forcing a long skip distance. This may not be the best for this 
weekends conditions. However, a vertical on 40M may yield lower noise 
levels over a dipole as power line noise (especially if it's been rained 
on lately) and some of the geomagnetic noise is horizontally polarized. 


On 40M, noise will be the issue. If you can get a bit of an edge on the 
noise floor, you will make more contacts. Therefore, a tuned dipole may 
be the best. One you can plug into your transceiver WITHOUT needing an 
antenna tuner. A tuned, half-wave dipole will have a lower noise figure 
than ANY antenna you have to tune up with an antenna tuner. For this 
reason, avoid trying to use an end-fed longwire or un-tuned loop type of 
arrangement on 40M this FD if you can. Electrically short antennas you 
tune up will also be very noisy. Forget the Miracle Whip on your FT-817 
on 40M. A full-sized vertical or dipole will have a lower noise figure 
than tuning up any electrically short antenna. They may tune up to be 
quiet, but so will be the signals! Controlling noise will be the key for 
a good QRP FD this year. 


Most of this stuff is "old hat" to many of us, but hopefully for those of 
you new to QRP, like since the last solar minimum, you will find some of 

the above information helpful. Conditions will be about the worst you've 
seen (or "heard") in sometime. But don't let that discourage you. Everyone 
else will be experiencing the same. Your QSO rates may be down from last 
year, but so will everyone else's. Signals will be weak at times ... but 
that's good for QRPers ... because those big gun ops will learn to work 

the weak ones to keep their score going, so they'll be working weak stations 
they normally ignore. With rough conditions, don't be afraid to ask for a 
repeat on the exchange if you missed it or got wiped out with a static 
crash. Lots of others will be doing the same. 


If you get 100+ QRP contacts in your log xthisx FD, you have something to 
be proud of and with full bragging rights. It will be a challenge, but 
isn't that what this is all about anyway? While we all like nice, quiet 
conditions, it will be do-able. Never underestimate what a fine tuned 
instrument your ears are. Especially QRPer ears. It will still be fun, 
especially if you're gonna be with friends or a club. 


Below is the current NOAA Solar Report, annotated with comments, for those 
so interested. 


Hope to work you for FD. Will be running QRP with the FT-817 from near 
Escondida Lake, north of Socorro, if the bosque (trees along the Rio Grande) 
don't catch on fire. (Big problem in NM/AZ lately!). Will let you know 
what antenna works best. I plan on some good experimenting on 40M with 

a tuned dipole, tuned inverted vee, and a tuned (no traps) vertical for 
best overall noise and performance. Believe me, the information will be 


even more helpful next year :-(

IA. Analysis of Solar Active Regions and Activity from 25/2100Z 
to 26/2100Z: Solar activity remained low. The day's largest event 
was a C2/EPL from N13E90 at 1919 UTC. This eruption was from an 
active region soon to appear on east limb.

A large flare thursday, positioned near the center of the sun, could have 
caused major storming saturday as the shock wave arrived. But todays 
small flare, being on the limb, leaves no chance of the shockwave 

hitting Earth saturday. 


> IB. Solar Activity Forecast: Solar activity is expected to be low. 
> Watch the northeast limb for an active center to arrive very soon. 


This is because the region on the NE limb, causing todays small C class 
flare, is from the region that caused last months large M and X class 
flares and severe geomagnetic storming. It has rotated around the sun and 
about to re-emerge. However, even if it sports a large flare friday or 
during FD, the effects will be minimal, being on the limb. It could 
disrupt 20M-10M, but only for the duration of the flare (usually <60 
minutes). 

Of course a huge X-class proton flare would dump energetic protons, 
traveling about the speed of light, at earth and into our polar regions for 
a severe geomagnetic storm, major auroras, a strong polar cap absorption 
event and, well kiss FD goodbye -hi. That chance is very slim. 


> IIA. Geophysical Activity Summary 25/2100Z to 26/2100Z: 

> The geomagnetic field was unsettled to active. Solar wind radial 

> speed increased around midday, from 500 to 650 km/s. A large coronal 
> hole is now rotating into a geoeffective location. 


Geoeffective means the coronal hole is facing the earth, and we are inside 
the coronal stream. The solar wind is now over 700 km/sec. 


> IIB. Geophysical Activity Forecast: The geomagnetic field is 


> expected to be at generally active levels for the next three days, 
> punctuated by episodes of minor storm conditions. Effects of the 
> high speed solar wind should persist through the interval. 


We are now passing through a fairly large coronal hole stream. It may 
take 2-3 days to get through, all the while, causing disturbances to our 
magnetic field, capable of producing episodes of minor storming conditions. 
This will be the largest effect for FD ... degraded conditions on 40M and 
80M during evening hours. With the SOHO satellite currently inoperative, 
arrival of shockwaves and sudden changes in the solar wind speed caused 

by the coronal stream can not be detected to give us advanced warning as 
usual. Things can happen during FD with no warning. 


> PCAF Green 


There is no Polar Cap Absorption Event is progress. This does not mean 
QRPers in Canada, Alaska, etc. are not experiencing rotten conditions. 
The active to storming conditions are always worse the farther north you go.

The predicted A-index for FD is 20-25, or a K-index of 3 for minor 
geomagnetic storming conditions. This will not effect 20M-10M, but 

will cause elevated noise levels on 40M and 80M. If the coronal stream 
varies a lot in speed and/or particle density, it could cause periods of 
strong crashing type of noise bursts/QRN. 


Since this report was issued, NOAA has upgraded the warnings for K=5 
possible disturbances.

If you read further you see that Class B battery is a QRP station 
operating in the field, much like the QRP contests we hold every year 
throughout the year.

I don't want to say that the LTC1799 has a poor track record since there are 
a lot of places where it can be used, but it's not stable enough for any 
serious RF work. The same has been said of the Epson programmable 
oscillators that DigikKey carries. I never got one of the Epsons so don't 
know how they sound, but I do know about the '1799. It was a topic of 
discussion many months ago on QRP-L. 


Some folks were putting out VFO kits that used the chip; some went under the 
name Datak, although I got mine from somewhere else that didn't use that 
name. I think mine came from the company that actually made the kits. After 
a while it was found that the stability is not perfect, and people who had 
purchased the kits could send them back to where they got them for a refund. 


I kept mine; sometimes it's good to have an example of something that's not 
a good idea, so you can warn others :-) I stuffed the few parts onto the 
board--but didn't solder anything--and took some pictures for my column in 
the QRP Quarterly. (It was in April/Spring 2003.) I'll finish it off one of 
these days and take a listen to the signal. 


Chuck Olson, WB9KZY, recorded a short audio file from a receiver tuned to 
his and put it on his web page. I just checked, and it's still there. You 
can listen to it at

It sounds like a digitally keyed signal with a narrow shift; it was jumping 

all over the place. Granted, it wasn't more than maybe a few tens of Hz, but 
if you used a transmitter based on it the FCC would be sure to get you :-) 

And a receiver with it for a VFO would be intolerable. 


That doesn't mean that the chip is useless, of course; there are lots of 
places for an inexpensive clock source, or even an RF signal generator. (An 
antenna analyzer would be a good example, where frequency stability is not 
paramount. It doesn't have to lock onto the signal, just detect it and 
display it on a meter.) It's just not stable enough for any serious 
on-the-air RF work.
